Several town budgets were scru-

The only definite stand taken on 
any of the budgets was the disap- 
proval of the tree warden’s request 
for a larger appropriation and a 
salary increase, Further action will 
be taken at another forthcoming 
meeting. 

In presenting his report on the 
study of the school budget made 
by him with Fred H. Baton, Judge 
Walter Tomlinson spoke highly of 
the detail into which the new super- 
intendent, Kenneth L. Sherman, 
had gone in formulating his year’s 
request. He also mentioned a letter 
received from a former school 
board member, Dr. Nathaniel Stow- 
ers, suggesting a possible saving 
of $3,000 annually if one principal 
were to be chosen to serve the two 
schools. The directors decided to 
refer this to the school committee 
in the ‘hope that it would be given 
serious consideration.
